Stuff at Third 


, Diitrict Stock Show? 


•$ I hear rumblings about financial 


unsuccess in the wake of the Third 
District Stock Show. We'll be given 
the official news later on, of course 
but the public should be prepared 
to hear that the show this year 
operated at a loss. 


It's easy enough to assume the 


role of the captious critic, while 
others battle the thankless job of 
running a public show. I am writ- 
ing this comment not as criticism 


i^yut as a general discussion of what 


any group of directors and man- 
agers arc up against in handling 
the annual Stock Show. 


It's a public affair, supported 


partly by tax money, partly by 
private ices, and partly by volun- 
tary labor. 


Therefore the Stock Show mana- 


gement is open to all kinds ol 
pressure lo do whal someone else 
wanls done regardless of the judg- 


iftnenl of the management 
as to 


'what's wisest. 


For instance, we used to charge 


a small admission fee. The Star 
defended this charge and vigorous- 
ly opposed making it a free fair. 
But the gate charge was dropped 
anyway. My information is that 
most of the directors felt it was 
safest to maintain the admission 
fee, but bowed to some bad advice 
and made it a free fair. 


Today we could use the extra 


y that admissions bring in. 


They charge admission lo the 


annual shows in Texarkana 
and 


Liltle Rock — why not in Hope? 
If a show's worth attending at all 
it's worth paying something at the 
gate. And in the long run a com- 
munity pays one way or tho other 
. . . either at the gate, or in public 
drives to write off a deficit. 


I'm not interested in complimen- 


tary newspaper subscriptions 
or 


tfttrcc fair admissions. You don't 


build up anything worth while with 
out effort, and, as the adage has 
it, The laborer is worthy of his hire. 


Another "free ride" curse of pub- 


lic entertainment is the pass list. 
It's a mooch that's a mile long. 
Good operators arc always having 
to trim the pass list, whether it's 
a theater, a football stadiu.ni, or a 
stock show.

,^trict Stock Show is in financial 
(^trouble the management get up a 


list of everyone who" drew passes 
and turn it over to mci-for publica- 
tion. It might be an eye-opener. 
. Just for the record, your corres- 
pondent got two Basses only—for 
the "Guys and Gals" parformance, 
a customary courtesy to newspaper 
people who write theatrical re- 
views. And yet, when a fellow has 
paid his own way into the loca 
football stadium for several years
